“As to ———— if there 
is any, it will be found in the state- 
ment issued by Governor Smith.

‘SANTIAGO,Chile, Sept.-.11.+The 
Minister ofthe Interior sent the 
Chamber of Deputies an energetic

It was the Ruth, the whole Ruth 
and nothing but the Ruth at the 
Yankee Stadium yesterday. 

The Babe stepped out of a story 
book and with one colossal. clout 
broke a tie score, Bob Groves’s win- 
ning streak and the Athletics’ hearts. 
That colossal clout was his forty- 
ninth home run of the season. 

For. six full frames the Yankees 
had faced the fire of Robert Moses 
Grove and they had failed. When 
the seventh inning started they had 
made just two hits: and were three 
runs behind. When the.eighth com- 
M™menced they were only one run 
nearer, but in the eighth they tied 
the count. 

Then along came Ruth, the Ruth 
that is stranger than fiction. His 
twin thriller, Lou Gehrig, was 
perched on second. More than 50,000 
pairs: of eyes were focused on him. 
And the Babe came through. 

His big bat swung, a — 
sound split the tense silence. 
sailed high and far Sack the 
bleachers and then the thunder broke 
loose. A scream of delight went up 
from the multitude that echoed and 

re-echoed while the mighty ball bust- 
ers of the Bronx trotted around the 
bases. Straw hats rained on the 
field, mingling with the torn and 
tattered bits of paper that had flut- 
tered down when Gehrig had driven 
in the tying run with a single a mo- 
ment before. The Yanks had beaten 


back the enemy for the third straight 
game. 


Yanks Go Out in Front. 


Those two runs that rode home on 
Ruth’s hysterical homer made the 
e@core 5 to 3 and it remained that 
way during the half inning that was 
left. Young Henry Johnson, who 
had hurled for phe Yankees from the 
start, saw to tha 

Yet a — * any other. score 
would have been as sweet, for vic- 
tory hoisted the Yanks to two and 
a half games ahead of the optimistic 
Athletics, who have pursued them 
persistently for the last two months 
and who passed them only last Satur- 
day. Even if the Yankees lose the 
last game of the series today none 
can say they failed in the crisis and 
few there are who expect them: to 
lose today. They looked for all the 
world like a team that refused to be 
beaten. 

When Grove stepped in the box he 
had won fourteen successive games. 
With only three innings left to play 
Grove had a three-run lead toward 
his fifteenth straight triumph and 
the Yankees hadn’t ‘even scored. 

They were down, but they weren’t 
out. They came with a rush and a 
roar at the finish that sent them 
over the top.. You can’t stop a team 
like that, 4 least the Athletics 
couldn’t. Maybe they are convinced 
that they never will. An » most 
of the fans in that vast, thrilling, 
throbbing throng are convinced. 


Throng Wildly Excited. 

They didn’t lose heart when the 
Yankees were behind. They kept on 
expecting something to happen. 
When it did they turned loose their 


voices with utter abandon and 
ecreamed and teemed with excite- 
ment as their heroes came home. 

Beating Bob Grove, the Athletics’ 
ace, was no novel experience to. the 
Yanks, but neéver was it such a 
pleasant one. Seven times this sea- 
son the fast ball wizard hes faced 
the champions and six of those times 
he has lost. He may be able to fool 
the rest cf the league most of the 
time, but he can’t fool the Yanks 
very often. 

True, the Yanks made only seven 
hits off his southpaw steam, but five 
of those hits were bunched in the 
last two inni ane and that spelled de- 
feat. The Athletics made seven hits 
off Johnson’s: pitching, too, but 
Henry had the judgment and the 
ability to spread those blows out at 
infrequent intervals. 

Only once did —* allow the A’s to 
get as many as two hits in one in- 
ning, ‘and then it didn’t do them any 
good.. No. it wasn’t weakness that 
caused Johnson to worry. It was 
wildness. Bases on. balls — nearly 
proved his downfall. 

He walked:a man in the first in- 
ning and that man was driven home. 
He walked another in the fourth, 
which forced a man to third. which 
helped the A’s score their last tally.

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THE MAINE ELECTION. 


In.more than’ seventy years the 
Maine Democrats have never had a 
ghost of a chance when the Repub- 
lican Party of the State was united. 
This year it vas united. The aber- 
rant Governor BREWSTER came into 
the reservation at the eleventh hour. 
Old Ku Klux capitals such as New- 
port and Kennebunkport responded 
with a large Republican vote. The 
Democrats may be almost said to 
have had-no press and no money. 
The Democratic National Com- 
mittee: wisely left a hopeless enter- 
prise alone. The Republican Na- 
tional Committee, with a view to 
making a.triumphant outcry over 
an absurd superstition, poured in 
collars and,orators. The State Re- 
publican Chairman made a “ whirl- 
wind campaign,” exhibiting his can- 
didates all over the State in an 
automobile “caravan.” 

The . Democratic candidate for 
Governor went off-on a‘tangent, got 
excited. about the .exportation ot 
water power and expected thousands 
of Republicans.to cleave to him on 

_ that-issue. The Democratic candi- 
date for Senator went about, we 
believe, giving a phonograph enter- 
tainment. It was a great canvass. 
Senator’ HALE ‘had **never seen the 
“ voters of Maine as much interested 
“in a political campaign.” Colonel 
GARDINER, ‘the Republican nominee 
for Governor, looked and hoped for 
a’ ‘big vote.” It. didn’t turn up 
Monday. Not even ‘“‘ CHARLEY” 
CurTIs: and “Jim” WATSON could 
rouse the sluggish Dirigo folk. The

TIGHTENING MONEY. 


The. rise to 7 per cent. in the rate 
on Wall Street loans running for 
the rest of.the present year is one 
of those strange phenomena which 
have repeatedly the ‘last two years 
puzzled bankers and economists, 
The significance of a rate for money 
in a great central world market will 
usually be. judged by comparison 
with other markets or with other 
periods,. Either basis of comparison 
gives an aspect of the extraordinary 
to the present “time-money market.” 
A 7 per cent. rate for such loans 
has been quoted on Wall Street in 
only three of the past thirty years, 
and all three were occasions of a 
gravely deranged financial situa- 
tion. Men ninety-day loans on 
Wall Street went in 1920 to this 
week’s rate or higher, discounts at 
London’ had risen to 6 per cent., 
with the bank’ rate 7 per cent, at 
London and 6 at Paris. Much the 
Same condition existed in. August, 
1914, and October, 1907; the strain 
on credit: was world-wide. ‘But this 
week the open-market discount rate 
at London is only 4% per cent., at 
Paris 3%. It would ‘be difficult to 
finda parallel for this discrepancy, 
unless in some such period ‘as the 
“free-silver campaign” of 1896 
when political distrust made banks 
unwilling to lend, even on. the best 
securities. at inviting. prices. 

One .obvious comment on this 
anomaly has been that it merely 
reflects the shifting of several hun- 
dred millions of. gold in, the last 
twelve months from our own re- 
serves to foreign markets.’ But’ the 
explanation has‘ to meet’ the fact 
that our gold accumulations have 


lessly large; and that the gold ‘ex- 
ports clearly indicated an overflow; 
of superfluous American capital. In 
other respects, the existing situation | 
‘présents ‘something like a financial 
paradox. Until the end of 1927 the } 
widely extended speculation for the}: 
rise; ‘which has: pervaded: the Stock 
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little serious weight has been | 
allowed to the Iast-mentioned con- 
sideration: ‘Those “who “adopt it, 
however, heave in’ many cases gone. 
80\far as to infer that the Reserve's | 
Policies have been defeated and that, 
with the business community in need | 
of latgely increased credit during: 
the ‘active. Autumn ‘season, the Fed-. 
etal banks themselves will be com- 
pelled to promote an easier money 
market. 

Of that there ‘has been no evi- 
dence. As a. matter of fact, the 
Federal Reserve has already pro- 
vided against stringency in business 
credit by keeping at 5 per cent. the 
official. rate for.rediscounting mer- 
chants’ ‘paper. “This is ‘inm» marked 
contrast to the policy which the 
Reserve Banks were compelled to 
pursue in 1920, when the bank rate 
rose to 7 per cent. in September and 
commercial loans brought 8 per 
cent. on Wall Street. It has been 
possible: to adopt a different policy 
this year, “because “no credit infla- 
tionexists in general trade and in- 
dustry.’ The very high rates asked 
for collateral loans do not therefore 
presume a strain on merchants’ bor- 
rowings or. a forced reduction of 
merchants’ loans. We have yet to 
see what is their implication in the 
matter of purely speculative credit. 
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EUROPEAN MINORITIES. 


M, BRIAND at Geneva, having de- 
cided for once to shelve the “ dream- 
er” for the realist, seems to have 
made. his. survey of European real- 
ities fairly exhaustive. He pzid his 
respects to the Austro-German uni- 
fication movement as basing itself 
on the rights of minorities; -He 
made the point that before the war 
the discontented minggities on the 
Continent numbered 100,000,000, and 
that Germany ‘was no more ‘con- 
spicuous than any other great Power 
in giving heed to their case. Now 
that the minority .populations in 
Europe number only 20,000,000, Ger- 
many has constituted herself their 
protector. As an argument against’ 
Anschluss between Austria and Ger- 
many this may not be overwhelm- 
ingly «convincing, but the figures 
cited by M. BRIAND do come as a 
useful reminder of certain historic 
facts. 

On one side of the. account the 
Briand statistics are considerably 
exaggerated. Before the war the 
minority population in the three now 
defunct’ empires and Turkey would 
have been nearer 70,000,000 than 
100,000,000. The Romanovs ruled 
over 13,000,000 Poles, or just about 
half’ the population in present-day 
Poland, and 10,000,000 other alien 
ethnic groups now included in the 
border. States—Finland, Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania—and in Bess- 
arabia, now part.of Rumania. 
Roughly speaking, a minority popu- 
lation of 25,000,000-was-released as 
a result of the war and the collapse 
of Czarism, Germany ‘before the 
war included 4,500,000 non-Germans, 
of whom three-fourths were Poles. 
Turkey ruled over a non-Ottoman 
population of about 10,000,C90 in a 
total population of 21,000,000— 
Arabs, Armenians, Greeks and 
minor nationalities. But the most 
conspicuous case of minority subjec- 
tion..was, of course, the Hapsburg 
monarchy. Out of a total popula- 
tion of 50,000,000 in the Austria- 
Hungary of the year 1910, nearly 
30,000,000 were neither German nor 
Magyar; they were predominantly 
Slavs... The subject “minority” un- 
der the Hapsburgs was a 60 per: 
cent. majority.

When clowns, and comedians are 
moved by the plight of flood victims 
or the impoverished latter years of a 
fellow-mummer to give benefits, the 
audience turns out to see brilliant 
eyes dimmed, by tears. People have 
somehow got the notion that a pro- 
fessionally comic fellow must have a 
callous heart. He may possibly have 
even a mind. The traditional jester’s 
wit was shrewd, and his modern suc- 
cessors benefit by the reputation he 
established.” But neither is noted for 
the softer virtues. Malice often gives 
the edge to their bright words. They 
must be pardoned for that, because 
it is so much easier to be witty and 
crucl than witty and kind. 

When in an unguarded’ moment 
they speak or act with gentleness 
and generosity their public is. sur- 
prised into giving them credit for 
greater nobility of character than 
would be the portion of a stock 
broker or a tragedian in similar cir- 
cumstances. . If WILL ROGERS were 
not a professional humorist his offer 
to take FRED STONE’s place in the 
new show would: not seem’ remark- 
able. But. such thoughtfulness for 
his injured friend and for ambitious 
young Dororny is hailed as the acme 
of kindness in one whose. business is 
wisecracking. Im the same way/a 
joker who discusses scientific or 
sociological Matters with ordinary 
intelligence is:likely to be heard with 
reverence as soon as people are sure 
he is ‘not: still. making jokes.

Missed. by Americans in. Berlin; 
To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

Contact with Lincoln Eyre’s. genial 
and winning personality gladdened 
many Americans. whose. affairs.or 
travels took them to Berlin, and they 
will, doubtless ‘be as. much shocked 
and grieved as I am to learn of his 
untimely. passing.

Moreover, his 
greeting was as cordial and cheering 
as I was sure it would be when I 
first spotted him. In no time at all 
he became known as the most. pop- 
ular American in Berlin, and when 
more of our people returned to once 
more form a permanent American 
colony there he was elected. President 
of the American Club in Berlin. He 
will be missed.

Collusion Is Charged. 

’ ‘Witnesses declared ‘that the labor 
turnover was enormous because of 
collusion between the employment 
agency and bosses or superinten- 
dents. Employment agents charging 
10 per cent, of the first month’s 
wage for obtaining a job for an ap- 
plicant, it was said, were frequently 
in league with unscrupulous hotel, 
department store and railroad em- 
ployes who discharged help regularly 
every week or two in order to in- 
crease the income of agents who di- 
vided their profits with them. 

It was brought out by. Henry D. 
Sayer, Secretary of the commission, 
that anybody who paid $25 for a 
license and put up a bond of ‘$1,000 
‘could open an employment agency in 
this State.

Chauffeur Also Taken on Charge of 
Conspiracy to Violate Federal 
Narcotics Law. 


The presence of a taxicab at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning in a part
